of good citizenship in this Republic of ours, whether 
you're an editor or just an unknown guy willing to 
stand up and fight omnipotent Government in de- 
fense of your beleaguered house. 


It was the thousand names of fellow townsmen 


on the Petition that made our campaign valid in 
the eyes of America — and don't you forget it. 


Of course the Petition to halt the new post office 


project is dead., and will be locked up in the news- 
paper's vault as a piece of history. 


What happened yesterday was this: The Star got 


a telegram from Congressman Oren Harris after 
office hours announcing that the General Services 
Administration had moved into the picture, switched 
the proposed location of the new post office-federal 
building from a site out of the business district to 
a site inside the business district, and had declared 
this new site decision to be final. The complete text 
of the congressman's telegram is printed on this 
page. 


I am at liberty now to say that before Writing 


the editorial of January 3, which triggered this 
whole controversy. I was told by Judge James. H, 
Pilkinton that he had talked to Congressman Harris 
about local opposition to the post office project, 
and the congressman replied that if this were the 
case he wanted to hear from the people. A petition 
was, therefore, in order. I employed Judge Pilkinton 
to draw up the Petition for me personally, and I 
personally paid for its circulation, which cost is 
non-deductible from federal income tax. 


(If you believe this edtiorial stand by a newspaper 


is worth-while you now know why more than 200 
newspapers joined me in the three-year fight of the 
Press Committee to Eliminate Censorship by Tax- 
ation to compel the U.S. Treasury to recognize tax 
deductions for the necessary expenses of a public 
crusade. Our committee failed and was disbanded. 
Therefore today Hope Star can't spend a 'nickel to 
get petitions printed and circulated, and on indivi: 
dual like myself has to pick up the bill as a per- 
sonally-absorbed expense. No great fight by a news- 
paper or any other public spokesman can be staged 
without some activity beyond the editorial page.) . 


I want to make it clear, however, that Judge. 


Pilkinton in writing up the Petition text, was per- 
forming only the professional service .of an attorney. 
I was against the entire idea of building a he\y ^

We had Congressman Harris' request; for a Pe- 


tition, but before it was completed there came this 
cancellation notice from Washington. What hap- 
pened?

I can make an educated guess. The General 


Services Administration is the central expenditure 
control agency in Washington. When they" spoke, 
the Post Office Department had to go along — arid 
so did a mere congressman. 


I correctly analyzed the situation in yesterday s 


editorial: Last year we were fed

-—the bright new federal invention called the "Zip 
Code." But what the attendant feeding the caged 
citizenry didn't tell us Was that this envisioned a 
whole new system of handling the mail and, .re- 
quiring hundreds of millions of dollars to replace 
post office plants all over the nation. Now we know 
when it's too late.

Star Editor 
Concedes His 
Fight Lost 


HOPE, Ark. (AP) - Alex 


Washburn, editor and publisher 
of the Hope Star, said today he 
apparently had lost his battle to 
keep the government f r o m 
spending $500,000 on a new post 
office for Hope. 


But Washburn said it wasn't 


a total defeat. "We demonstrat- 
ed that this town was on the 
line against unnecessary govern- 
ment spending. And (earlier) we 
stopped cold federal paving and 
urban renewal aid programs." 
\Washburn c o l l e c t e d 1,000 
signatures on petitions opposing 
the new post office. He said he 
got a telegram from Rep. Oren 
Harris, D-Ark., today saying 
that the General Services Ad- 
ministration had said the deci- 
sion already had been made to 
build the post office and "That 
junks our petitions," Washburn 
said. 


But, 
Harris said, the GSA 


switched the site of the pro- 
posed building. Harris said he 
thought the move would over- 
come most objections. 


Washburn objected to the 


building because, he said, it is 
not needed and government eco- 
nomy should begin at the grass 
roots level.

WASHINGTON (AP) - While 


there is some similarity be- 
tween events now involving the 
Panama'Canal and what hap- 
pened at the.Suez Canal in 1956 
there is small chance the out- 
come will be the same. 


The Egyptians seized Suez in 


1950 and have run it since. But 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
says this country cannot afford 
to pull out of the Panama Canal 
Zone even though the Panama 
Assembly has demanded Pana- 
manian control. 


What was similar at both 


canals was the rising national- 
ism of Egyptians and Panaman- 
ians and their resentment of a 
foreign presence on their soil: 
the British at Suez and Ameri- 
cans in Panama. 


In both cases Egyptian and 


Panamanian nationalism was a 
by-product of World War II, 
which left the European cgloni- 
al powers so prostrated 'they 
had to yield their colonies. 


To Panamanians and others, 


particularly in Latin America, 
Americans in Panama no doubt 
mean sheer colonialism even 
though this country has a treaty 
with Panama to 'be there and 
run the canal. 


Because this country is so big, 


considers itself the leader of the 
free world, and is trying to keep 


small and backward countries 
away from communism, it can- 
not help but feel self-conscious 
in its dispute with poor and tiny 
Panama. 


For this reason the Panamah- 


ia'ns can feel encouraged to 
push and push for concessions. 
By the same token, this country 
undoubtedly will feel compelled 
to make them although, from 
what Rusk says, not total with- 
drawal. 


The background of the two 


canals is not identical. 


While the French built the 


Suez Canal in 1869, the British 
became the canal company's 
biggest 
stockholder 
in 1875. 


They subsequently built a huge 
military base at Suez, 


After the war, the Egyptians, 


like the rest of the Arab world, 
had enough of colonialism. They 
saw the British give up India 
in 1948. In 1952 an army revolt 
threw out King Farouk and took 
over Egypt. Not long afterward 
Col. 
Gamal Abdel Nasser be- 


came president. 


He pressured the British into 


pulling their troops out of Suez. 
The United States and Britain 
hoped to win him over, offered 
to help him build a huge dam 
across the Nile. He dickered 
with the Soviet Union and tried 
to play both ends against the 
middle. He proclaimed himself 
a neutralist. 


The United States and Britain 


withdrew their offer of help on 
the dam. Nasser retaliated by 
seizing, the canal. Not long aft- 
erward Britain, France and Is- 
rael 
began 
an 
invasion o'f 


Egypt. This came to a quick 
stop when the United States and 
the Soviet Union disapproved. 


The canal company's contract 


with Egypt was to run until 1968 
after which the Suez was to be 
turned over to Egypt. Nasser 
took it 12 years ahead of time. 
The situation is different with 
the Panama Canal. 


, this, country's 
1903 
treaty 


with Pah'a'rna for American con- 
trol of the canal completely 
lacks a limit like the British 
had at Suez. It says American 
control is to run forever, or at 
least indefinitely. This alone has 
irritated Panamanians. 


But they benefit from the 


canal 
although whether 
they 


could benefit more if they tried 
to run it themselves is some- 
thing else. 


Panama gets almost $2 mil- 


lion a year from this country 
for use of the canal. Any income 
from the canal above operating 
costs is spent on improvements. 
The Panamanians get money 
from jobs they hold in the zone 
and from money spent in Pan- 


ama itself by ships crews and*" 
tourists. 
. 


The canal has commercial ift»* 


portance to this country but not 
nearly so much military Value 
as when it was built and this 
country had a one-ocean,jnavy. 
But it is, in a sense, a military 
base. There are 36,000 Ameri- 
cans in the zone, including lO.OOflK 
troops and their families.

Louisiana 
Law Loses 
in Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court struck down to- 
day a Louisiana law requiring 
designation on election ballots 
nf the race of candidates for all 
elective offices in the state. 


The decision was given on an 


appeal by two Negroes who 
were 
unsuccessful candidates 


for nomination as school board 
members of East Bnton Rouge 
Parish in a Democratic pri- 
mary election of July 28, 1 
(J6.'>. 


Justice Clark delivered the 


unanimous decision. 


Clark's opinion declared that 


'•by placing a racial label on a 
candidate at the most crucial 
stage in the electoral process— 
the instant before die vote is 


in the snow.
